NATO allies wou ldn’t. 
Many Maltese were stu nned at the news 
that Mintoff was ready to sev er the island's 
17 0-y ear-old ties with Britain. Malta’s 
p olice force was p u t on a general alert in 
case of trou ble in the streets from p ro- 
British factions. 
Malta’s fiery Socialist p rime minister has 
demanded $46 .8 million a y ear for allowing 
Britain to k eep army , nav y and air force 
u nits stationed on the island that was a 
strategic fortress in World War II bu t is no 
longer consideicd v ital to the Western 
allies. 
Britain and its p artners in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization offered $24.7 
million, p lu s $18.2 million sp read ov er fiv e 
y ears. The showdown after months of 
negotiations 
came 
Wednesday 
when 
Mintoff demanded $11 million immediate­ 
ly , and Britain refu sed. Mintoff told the 
British to get ou t by Friday , and Britain 
resp onded by ordering her 3,500 serv ice­ 
men and their 7,000 dep endents on the 
island to p rep are to leav e. 
The British said, howev er, that it wou ld 
tak e u ntil March 31 to get their forces ou t. 
They p ointed ou t that they p aid Mintoff 
$12.3 million as rent on the bases u ntil 
then.

If Britain p u lls ou t, Malta loses the base 
rent, p lu s an estimated $13 million a y ear 
sp ent on the island by the British 
serv icemen and their families. And to 
6 ,000 p resently u nemp loy ed will be added 
another 6 ,500 who work for the British. 
Mintoff has signed trade accords with 
the Sov iet Union and sev eral Eastern bloc 
cou ntries, bu t the details are not k nown.

According to 
Stau ffacher, his office cannot fu nction 
withou t a dep u ty since su ch an official is 
needed when he (Stau ffacher) was sick , ou t 
of town or on v acation. 
Stau ffacher said his dep u ty is generally 
p aid only $10 a month. “If his fees were not 
p aid by the cou nty , I wou ld hav e to p ay 
him ou t of my cou nty salary ,’’ he said.

Heavy Air Bombardment 
Ends in North Vietnam 


SAICfON (AP) — The heav iest air attack 
on North Vietnam in more than three 
y ears ended today after more than 1,000 
combat strik es in fiv e day s, the U.S. 
Command annou nced 
Three U.S. p lanes were lost, fiv e fliers 
listed as missing and one was rescu ed, the 
command said. North Vietnam claimed 14 
U.S. p lanes were shot down and a nu mber 
of p ilots k illed or cap tu red. 
The U.S. Command said one Air Force 
F4 Phantom was lost Su nday and its two 
crewmen are listed as missing. It said two 
Nav y p lanes from carriers in the Tonk in 
Gu lf, an F4 and an A6 , went down today , 
and only one crewman of the A6 was 
rescu ed. 
An earlier annou ncement today said 
only one p lane was downed du ring the fiv e 
day s of raids. A sp ok esman said an­ 
nou ncement of the other two losses was 
delay ed u ntil the search for their crews was 
comp leted. 
The U.S. armada of some 350 p lanes and 
other aicraft attack ed MIG Air Bases, 
su iface-to-air missile, sites, antiaircraft 
artillery batteries, air defense radar sites 
and fu el and su p p ly dep ots between the 
demilitarized zone and the ^ th p arallel of 
latitu de. The northernmost attack s were 
abou t 80 miles sou th of Hanoi. 
Hu ndreds of other missions were flown 
by su p p ort aircraft inclu ding fighters 
escorting the bombers 
to p rotect 
them 
against 
MIG 
intercep tors, 
electronic 
p lanes to Jam the enemy radar, command 
and control aircraft, reconnaissance p lanes 
and rescu e helicop ters. 
It was the biggest attack on North 
Vietnam and the deep est p enetration since 
the bombing halt on Nov . 1,19 6 8 . 


“The strik es were terminated at 3:36 
p .m. today ,” the U.S. Command said in a 
statement. “A damage assessment rev iew 
is in p rogress. When information becomes 
av ailable, 
additional 
details 
will 
be 
p rov ided. We hav e nothing fu rther to add 
at this time." The sharp escalation in the 
air war began Su nday , one week after fiv e 
U.S. 
p lanes were shot down du rii^ 
op erations along the border between 
North Vietnam and Laos. 
Official p ilots’ rep orts reaching Saigon 
said p oor weather — mostly low clou ds— 
p rev ented an accu rate assessment of the 
damage done by the raids. 
“It may be some time before we get 


clear weather so that reconnaissance 
p lanes can p hotograp h the damage," said 
one U.S. dip lomatic sou rce. Bu t mu ch of 
the bombing was done by "all weather" 
p lanes u sing radar and comp u ters to gu ide 
them to their targets. Informed sou rces 
said the strik es wou ld hav e been ev en more 
intense had the weather been clear. 


Veteran p ilots said they encou ntered 
some of the heav iest missile fire from 
North Vietnam’s Sov iet SAM2s they had 
ru n into since the United l^ te s began 
su stained air war against the North in Feb­ 
ru ary 1%5.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s birth rate fell dramati­ 
cally this y ear to one of the 
lowest lev els in history , a p re­ 
liminary estimate by the Cen­ 
su s Bu reau shows. 
Pop u lation ex p erts are p u z­ 
zled by the sharp decline since 
an increase in the birth rate 
had been ex p ected in 19 71. 
Whatev er the cau se, they are 
hop efu l it rep resents more than 
ju st a short-term p henomenon. 
According to the estimate, 
the rate drop p ed to 17.3 births 
p er thou sand p eop le, a dramat­ 
ic dip ov er the 18.3 births p er 
thou sand recorded in 19 70. The, 
rate is based (m an estimated’ 
3,59 1,000 births this y ear. 
Althou gh final figu res won’t- 
be in u ntil Febru ary or March, 
Censu s officials are now almost 
certain their p reliminary esti­ 
mates will be borne ou t in the 
final cou nt since the birth fig­ 
u res for Janu ary throu gh Octo­ 
ber are k nown to be well below 
last y ear’s rate. 
Not since the y ears of the 
Dep ression du ring the 19 30s has 
the birth rate been so low. Bu t 
the 1971 estimated rate, ev en 
with a decline, still imp lies con­ 
tinu ed growth of the U.S. p op u ­ 
lation.

Cancer Claims Retired High Court Justice 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John Marshall 
HarUn, a Su p reme Cou rt ju stice who 
rep eatedly op p osed u se of the legal sy stem 
as the machinery for social reform, is dead 
of cancer at age 72. 
His death in a Washington hosp ital 
Wednesday p romp ted President Nix on to 
call HarUn "one of the 20th centu ry ’s gi­ 
ants on the Su p reme Cou rt." 
HarUn retired Sep t. 23 after 18 y ears on 
the cou rt. More than a month earlier, he 
had been hosp italized for what was first 
described 
as a 
back ache then Uter 
ack nowledged to be bone cancer. 
William 
H. 
Rehnq u ist, 
a 
former 
assistant attorney general and a strong 
conserv ativ e also, will rep lace HarUn on 
the high cou rt Jan. 7. 
At HarUn’s bedside when he died in 
George Washington Univ ersity Hosp ital 
were Ju stice Potter Stewart; HarUn's 
dau ghter, Mrs. E.H. Dillingham of New 
York City : and three sisters. 
Later, Stewart said of his former 
colleagu e: "Mr. Ju stice HarUn was more 
than ju st a schoUrly ju dge. He was a hu ­ 
man being of great worth." 
“For u s here at the cou rt he was more 
than a learned colleagu e. He was a belov ed 
brother and a noble friend " 
Chief Ju stice Warren E. Bu rger said 


Harlan’s career as a Uwy er in p u blic 
serv ice was v irtu ally u nmatched. 
"His 
carefu l, 
thou ghtfu l 
op inions 
cov ering a wide range of imp ortant 
constitu tional 
q u estions 
constitu te 
a 
legacy to the cou rt and the cou ntry and 
throu gh these, his wise cou nsel will remain 
with u s and to fu tu re members of the 
cou rt, ” Bu rger said. 
It was in his p rolific research and legal 
scholarship that Harlan took greatest 
p ride, as well as continu ing a family legacy 
in the law and on the high cou rt. 
Harlan was the grandson and namesak e 
of the Su p reme Cou rt Ju stice who, in 189 6 , 
cast the only dissenting v ote against 
establishing 
the 
racial 
doctrine 
of 
“sep arate bu t eq u al." The high cou rt 
ov ertu rned that doctrine in 19 54—the y ear 
before Harlan was ap p ointed by President 
Eisenhower. 
Harlan was heir to the legal think ing of 
the late Ju stice Felix Frank fu rter and 
ideological op p osite of Ju stice Hu go L. 
Black , 
whose 
retirement 
ironically 
p receded his own by six day s. Black died 
Sep tember 17, eight day s after his own 
retirement. 
Harlan said in 19 6 4 that the Su p reme 
Cou rt was not "a general hav en for reform 
mov ements." It is not intended to right 
JotoHarlu i 


ev ery wrong, he argu ed. He took a narrow 
v iew of his own p rerogativ es and p aid deep 
resp ect to tradition. 
Harlan’s observ ance of p recedent was so 
strong that his own dissension from a 
decision that became law wou ld not 
p rev ent him from allowing the majority 
decision to ap p ly to other ritu ations ev en 
thou gh his v iews had not changed. 
In his last major op inion last May , 
Harlan combined with fiv e other ju dges in 
rejecting attack s on the way ju ries ap p ly 
the death p enalty . 
In the Pentagon p ap ers case, he was one 
(rf three dissenters in the decision to allow 
the New York Times and the Washington 
Post to resu me their articles on the once 
top -secret docu ments. 
And last Ju ne, he sided with the majority 
in a 54 decision that erased a California 
y ou th’s conv iction for wearing in a 
cou rthou se a jack et bearing an obscene 
slogan. 
"While the p articu lar fou r-letter word 
being litigated here b p erhap s more 
distastefu l than most others of its genera, it 
•is nev ertheless often tru e that one man’s 
v u lgarity is another’s ly ric," he wrote.

ner 9 spacecraft, a scientist 
say s 
“ We’re nev er seen any thing 
like this on either the earth or 
the moon," a project scientist 
said Wednesday at the J et Pro­ 
pulsion l,aboratory , which is 
conducting the camera probe of 
the red planet 
Mariner 9 , in orbit around 
Mars since Nov 
13. took the 
telev ision picture on Dec. 17 
just south of the planet's equa­ 
tor. It was relay ed from an al­ 
titude of 4,000 miles 
The picture shows a senes of 
parallel ridges jutting from a 
slowly subsiding dust storm. 
The ridges appear to stretch 
hundreds of miles across Mars 
at about V/z m iles abov e the 
planet’s mean elev ation They 
appear to be broken by v alley s 
1 ‘ 2 miles wide 
Dr Harold Masursky of the 
U.S. Geological Serv ice, head 
of a photo interpretation team 
on the Mariner 9 project, said 
the faulted nature of the photo­ 
graphed area indicates relativ e­ 
ly recent v olcanic activ ity 
Photo interpreters said they 
hav e seen nothing to indicate 
details of terrain surrounding 
the ridges nor hav e they seen 
any thing similar to the ridges 
in pictures returned from other 
high Martian regions 
Scientists said there was no 


chance the ndges could be the 
now discounted Martian “ can­ 
als,“ because the ridg€ *s are too 
small to be seen through tele­ 
scopes from earth 
As an indication that a dust 
storm on the planet is subsid­ 
ing. scientists noted that the re­ 
gion photographed was com ­ 
pletely cov ered by dust three 
weeks before the picture was 
taken 
J PL officials said they plan 


to fire Mariner 9 ’s rocket en­ 
gines today to raise the space 
craft’s orbit higher so they can 
map more of the planet

Presence of Anemia

Reader 
The 
hematocrit 
is

way 
of 
measuring how many red hliMHl 
cells you have or as a check on 
the presence of anemia 
The blood is composed »f 
fluid 
(plasma) 
with 
cells 
suspended in it Most of the 
cells are the red bhMid cells to 
tran sp o rt 
oxygen 
The 
hematocrit is the per cent of the 
blood volume that is made up of 
the cells A tube of bl<K>d is 
centrifuged and the red cells 
settle 
to 
the 
bottom 
The 
volume in per cent of the red 
blood cells is read off the tube 
Usually about 47 per cent of the 
blood volume in men and a 
little less in women is from the 
cells 
A value that is loo low would 
suggest the presence of an 
anemia 
and 
would 
warrant 
further testing. Or you could 
have accumulated excess water, 
which seems unlikely If you 
have some bleeding, such as 
from hemorrhoids or an ulcer, 
it could cause this. It does 
deserve checking to see if the 
first reading was correct or not 
and, if it is, additional studies to 
find out what the problem 
really is. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I have had 
an anemia problem for years. I 
would like to have your opinion 
of the treatment of anemia (not 
pernicious).

The unprecedented success of 
the lotted is attributed chiefly 
to the sale of 90-cent tickets on 
a weekly basis The tickets are 
cheap and the rewards, when 
they come, are fast 
By comparison New Hamp­ 
shire and New York, the other 
two states to develop modern 
state kHteries. have had only 
limited success. 
In its fint three yean in the 
lottery business New York, 
with nnore than twice the popu­ 
lation of New Jersey, netted a 
total of some $110 million. New 
Jersey 
probably 
will 
have 
earned half that in just a year. 
By law 30 per cent of all lot­ 
tery sales go to the state for 
the support of higher education 
and state institutions. Another 
45 per cent goes into the prize 
kitty. 20 per cent is budgeted 
for the operation of the lottery 
and five per cent is used to pay 
commissions to lottery ticket 
agenU. 
As of Dec. 23, 280 million S(K- 
cent tickets had been sold plus 
3 million $2.50 tickets for spe­ 
cial $1 million lottery purses. 
The gross revenues of the lot­ 
tery as of Dec. 23 were $146 
million. The state’s guaranteed 
share in direct profits was $44.4 
million. 


And. if the situation remains 
unchanged, the total first year 
profit could b^ $64 7 million- 
$44 4 million in direct profits, 
plus $14 8 million in unused op- 
perating funds, plus $3 5 million 
in unclaimed prizes, plus an ex­ 
pected $2 million in profits dur­

In the year since New Jersey 
began its 
lottery operation 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts have established 
state lotteries, and it is esti­ 
mated that 20 other states are 
considering lotteries 
New Jersey lottery tickets, 
which bear a four-leaf clover 
emblem, can be purchased at 
more than 4,000 outlets in the 
state ranging from newsstands 
to state turnpike rest stops 
Under a complex system of 
determining winners based on a 
six digit number, as many as 
six first prizes of $50,000 each 
are awarded weekly 
There are periodic million 
dollar drawings with the t(^ 
prize of $1 milbon paid in 20 
annual installments of $50,000. 
Besides the big prize, million 
dollar drawings also produce 
$200,000 and $100,000 second and 
third prizes and 10 "consolation 
prizes” of $10,000 
In 12 months the lottery has 
produced a dozen instant mil- 
Uonaires although the typical 
million dollar winner will get to 
keep only about $650,000 if he 
takes advantage of income av­ 
eraging on his tax return

Bu t chances are you r 
le gislatu re still doe sn't know 
how many live on you r block. 
The censu s of Ap ril 1, 1970. 
was a one-day snap shot of the 
cou ntry. The p ictu re still is 
being deve lop e d, and waiting 
for it are state and local gov­ 
e rnme nts u nde r the gu n to 
re ap p ortion. 
The mate rial that's sou ght is 
calle d “ bloi'k data,“ —lite rally 
a cou nt of p eop le who live on a 
given city block, arrange d with 
neat little q u ick-glance map s. 
The Census Bu reau is tabu lat­ 
ing 1,500,000 su ch blocks, a 
staggering task even with com­ 
p u te rs. 
Census data is a basic tool 
for re districte rs. It p rovide s the 
answer for the cou rts' de mand 
that e ve ry p erson be re p re se nt­ 
ed e q u ally in city and cou nty 
cou ncils, in the state le gislatu re 
and in the U.S. Hou se of Re p re ­ 
sentatives. 
“ Pe op le are p aying atte ntion 
to p op u lation data as neve r be­ 
fore ." said a key official at the 
Census p u re au . “ When p eop le 
did the ir re dlstricting afte r the 
I960 censu s, the re was no ru sh 
because the re we re no legal 
mandate s." 
Then 
came 
the 
Su p re me 
Cou rt's one -man. one -vofe ru l­ 
ings of the 60s and “ anybody is 
able to take a state le gislatu re 
into fe de ral cou rt." he said. 


“ Pe op le want to re district as 
fast as p ossible. A lot more 
p e op le are knocking at ou r door 
and the y want data e arlie r than 
the Census Bu re au can give it 
to the m." 
On the day of the censu s, the 
bu reau set 180,000 p eop le to 
cou nting 
noses. 
Pre liminary 
data was released in the fall of 
1970. By Fe bru ary this ye ar, 
each state had the figu re s for 
its p art of the 250,000 “ e nu me ­ 
ration districts" the bu reau 
tabu late s. 
“ The Maste r Enu me ration 
District list was available ," the 
censu s official said. 
“ Some 
states p icke d it u p , some didn't. 
Bu t a lot of olde r p oliticians, 
p articu larly 
the 
ones 
that 
worke d on re dlstricting in the 
60s. we re used to u sing block 
data. And some states cou ld not 
use the MED list becau se it av­ 
erages 800 p eop le p e r district." 
The 
bu reau 
began 
dis­ 
tribu ting the block data last 
Se p te mbe r and e xp ects to have 
it all ou t by the end of Janu ary, 
de p e nding on how fast the gov­ 
e rnme nt p rinting office works. 


“ An awfu l lot of these block 
re p orts are down at the GPO. " 
said the censu s bre au man. 
“ We are ge tting a lot of le tte rs 
from p eop le that know the data 
is ou t and can't get it." 


White p ointing to a backlog at 
the p rinting office , the official 
also conceded that the Census 
Bu re au "said it wou ld de live r 
the data before it did and didn’t 
me e t its de adline ." 
“ This has been an incre dible 
ce nsu s," he said. “ Abou t 18,000 


citie s and towns and it seems 
like that many had comp laints 
abou t the cou nt. This slowe d u p

“ In 1967 the bu reau made a 
samp le

e ve ry city, cou nty and state to

Anothe r factor, the official 
said, was that “ a lot of states 
had imp ossible deadline s. Pe nn­ 
sylvania was in this bind. They 
had to have block data and 
the y cou ldn’t

ye ar. Ne w York had to do the 
same thing. California, which is 
ju st as big, has done ve ry we ll 
with the MED Ust. Bu t CaUfor- 
nia is angry abou t not ge tting 
data on Sp anish-Ame ricans. 
“ Some le gislatu re s have laws 
saying the y mu st re district aft­ 


e r release of censu s data. Bu t 
the q u e stion is. what is censu s 
data? " 
The Census Bu re au has six 
diffe re nt cou nts. The first is a 
basic tabu lation of p eop le in 
large areas, su ch as cou ntie s. 
Ne xt comes the e nu me ration 
districts, the n the block data. 
Still to come is a fu rthe r 
bre akdown of de taile d charac­ 
te ristics such as farm income , 
e thnic grou p s, occu p ational le v­ 
e ls—the kind of information 
sou ght by sociologists.

A p arty shelf can be a real 
wife saver at a holiday time 
esp ecially making the season 
easier for career girls or the 
entertaining bachelor. 
It can be temp orary or p er­ 
m anent, and it can be erected 
wherever y ou p refer to enter­ 
tain—dining, living or family 
room. Brackets are p ut on the 
wall to hold a shelf of the 
needed dimensions—five or six 
feet is a good length; 12 inches 
is a good dep th.

The shelf may be a slab of 
marble or of laminated p lastic-

Idea s Are Na me of the Ga me

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Television may be the best 
thing that has ever hap p ened to 
the gam e industry . When the 
small 
screen 
first 
entered 
A m erican 
h o m e s, 
gam e 
m anufacturers shuddered. They 
th o ^ h t their m arket would be 
seriously hurt by the electronic 
wonder. 
Instead of hurting the game 
m arket, however, TV help ed it. 
Television kep t p eop le at home 
evenings. When some of the 
novelty of TV watching wore 
off, p eop le were still at home 
and 
looking 
for 
way s 
to 
entertain themselves. Games 
were one form of entertainm ent 
and sales boomed. 
The game industry is big 
business. Ed Parker, p resident 
of 
the 
8 8 -y ear-old 
Parker 
B ro th e rs 
firm , 
say s 
his 
comp any creates ap p rox inuitely 
15 new games a y ear. If they get 
one miUion-doUar seller out of 
15 , jthey consider themselves 
lu c k y . 
M o n o p o ly , 
th e 
comp any ’s biggest seller, was 
created in 1934. Over two and 
one-half million sets are still 
sold each y ear. 
U nfortunately 
for 
gam e 
m anufacturers, not every game 
sells as well. Parker recalled 
one gam e that every one thought 
was a sure-fire winner. It was 
tested on p ecó le. They loved it. 
Buy ers bought it. The game was 
called, “Hey , P a, There’s a 
Goat on the Roof.’’ The object 
of the three-dimensional game 
was to move goats from inside 
the “ house’’ to the “ roof.” 
Perhiap s 
the 
nam e 
had 
something to do with what 
hap p ened 
to 
the 
“ sure-fire 
success.’’ It bombed. 
The comp any has a staff of 
“ idea m en’’ who think up game 
p rem ises. 
M ost 
of 
these 
th in k e r s 
a re 
in d u s tr ia l 
engineers.

Once a game is devised, it is 
tested on 
a 
samp le group . 
Children between the ages of 8 
and 15 are the biggest game 
buy ers. “ Younger than eight, 
children aren’t entertained by 
games for very long,’’ Parker 
ex p lains. “ Once they hit 15 , 
dating and cars take over and 
the interest in games decreases 
until 
they 
become 
y oung 
nuurieds.’’ 
. Parker Brothers is based in 
Salem, Mass., and they use 
students at the elementary and 


high schools and at the college 
in town as test group s for their 
games. 
The 
comp any 
has 
scored 
successes with such games as 
Sorry , Risk, Rook, P it, Careers 
and Clue. 
‘We 
look 
for 
tim eless 
gam es,’’ say s Parker. “Games 
with universal interest. We stay 
away 
from 
current 
events 
top ics.’’ 
One 
ex cep tion 
— 
and 
a 
mistake, economically — was 
the 
TTny 
Tim 
game 
the 
comp any p ut out a coup le of 
y ears ago. It had virtually no 
p remise. Its selling p oint was 
the p op star’s name — but it 
didn’t work. 


Sometimes game ideas come 
from 
outside 
the 
comp any , 
through letters from p eop le. 
The classic ex amp le of this ty p e 
oi game idea is Monop oly . It 
was created by Charles Darrow 
and was based on the economic 
theory of Henry George, who 
said the only valid tax es were 
tax es 
on 
p rop erty . 
Darrow 
p arlay ed George’s theory into a 
money -making game. 
Parker is often asked why the 
streets on the Monop oly game 
board are named after those in 
Atlantic City , N. J. It seems 
Darrow grew up in Philadelp hia 
and sp ent every summer in 
Atlantic 
City , 
so 
when 
he 
constructed the game board, he 
used the street names of his 
favorite resort town. 
Ed Parker doesn’t think up 
game ideas himself. But he is 
the 
undisp uted 
champ 
at 
making up game rules. 
“ It’s difficult to write game 
rules,’’ Parker ex p lains. ‘‘First 
y ou 
must 
learn 
the 
game 
thoroughly by p lay ing it a lot. 
But, once y ou know the game 
well, it’s easy to assume that 
the p eop le for whom y ou’re 
writing the rules know as much 
as y ou do. TTiey don’t. 1 1 1 0 
rules 
have to be w ritten in such a way 
that someone who has never 
p lay ed the game before will be 
able to understand them .’’ 
Parker chuckled. 
“ During 
the 
first 
y ear 
Monop oly was out,’’ he said, 
“ the rules w ere rewritten seven 
tim e s’’ 
One rule that still confuses 
some p eop le is what to do 
when, during the course of p lay , 
one runs out of p lastic houses. 
Some p eop le substitute other 
objects for them . Actually , the 
number of houses in each game 
is limited, so that one way a 
p lay er can establish a monop oly 
is to own all the houses. When 
he does, no other p lay er can p ut 
houses on his lots. 
Parker adm its that even he is 
not unbeatable at Monop oly , 
but he recently beat a man who 
claimed he was world champ of 
the game.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fou r

EDF has tied u p seven large oil 
companies, the Interior Depart­ 
ment and the Corps of Engi 
neers; stalled more than |3 bil­ 
lion worth of constru ction; and 
locked grips with the chemical 
and electric indu stries 
Now. it is challenging the 
au to indu stry, the highway lob­ 
by and the Transportation De­ 
partment, demnding complete 
environmental stu dy of the 95 
blUion-a-year highway constru c- 
Uon program, inclu ding the 
idea that some of the money

EDF is only one of a growing 
nu mber of small, bu t aggres­ 
sive. organizations ready and 
willing to sue government or in­

No less au thority than Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s ('ou ncil on Envi- 


rmimental Qu ality has called 
the citizen su its "the most 
striking recent development in 
environmental law " 
EDF is not exactly typical of 
t h e 
environmental 
action 
grou ps No single operation is 
in a field that inclu des one man 
offices and 
complex organ 
izations Bu t EDF was one of 
the first, and now is one of the 
largest, with a paid staff of 23 
inclu ding eight lawyers and 
five scientists 
Another 700 scientists across 
the nation contribu te their ex­ 
pertise and sympathetic law 
yers often handle cases for 
minimal fees, or no fee at all 
L egal action to stop or pre­ 
vent pollu tion is so new that 
most cases are still passing 
throu gh the cou rts Nonethe 
less, at the age of fou r. EDF 
already harbors su ch middle- 
aged worries as the possibility 
of stagnation on its board of 
tru stees, and the proper mix 
for the investment portfolio 
that helps finance its work 
At a meeting in November.

Still showing the effects of his recent 
bout with a duodenal ulcer, Thant plans to 
take a complete rest for two months and 
then begin work on his biography. 
Tt will take me a year to write it.” he 
says. 
Thant plans to stay on at the U. N.-rented 
residence in the Riverdale section of New 
York for two months at least, paying the 
rent himself after Jan 1 
He has received offers from several 
universities and foundations but has not 
made up his mind what he will do after fin­ 
ishing his autobic^raphy. 
Thant began his final day by arriving at 
U N. headquarters at 9 ;45 a.m. in his 
official chauffeur-driven limousine. 
Most of his schedule was reserved for a 
series of individual farewell meetings with
